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ABSTRACT 



Study of North Carolina's program for the 
exceptionally talented indicated a growth in enrollment which, 
however, remained at less than 1.5% of the public school population. 
Of the enrollers, 51% were in special language arts classes and 11% 
in self-contained classes; grade levels 9 through 12 had the highest 
enrollment. IQ scores ranged from 98 to 171 with a mean around 126; 
academic achievement levels were at least 2 years above grade level. 
Rating scales completed by teachers, pupils, and parents suggested 
all felt success was greater after placement. Pupil scores on the 
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Scale were offered as tentative norms for enrollers. Further results 
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The article, as amended, directs that a pupil must have satisfied the following requirements 
before being admitted to the Exceptionally Talented Program: (l) scored at least 120 IQ points on a 
standardized group test of intelligence, (2) produced average or better scores on a standardized group 
test of academic achievement, (3) produced a majority of "A” and "B" report card grades, and (4) recei 
favorable written recommendations from his teachers and/or principal*
